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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments are already addressed 
in the final office action mailed on 6/24/2009. The applicant argues on page 5 of the request for reconsideration that cited art does not teach 
the limitation "completely rewriting shared common database". The applicant is reminded to refer to page 4 of the final office action for 
addressing the issue. Specifically, Crowe in column 2 lines 19-28, column 19 line 57 - column 11 line 65 teaches that database copies are 
stored in machines to track and access database copies, which are utilized with the prior art of Bamford that provides a log system to 
clients that track information in a central database. The applicant amends the claims to omit the mention of backup operations, yet the 
claims as presented in the amendments present a method to utilize a log for the purpose of tracking changes and to redo changes, which 
as interpreted by the Examiner is a backup function to allow the database to go back to a previous copy in the event of a failed transaction. 
As disclosed by Bamford, clients are provided with a log to track and describe transactions in a shared database (column 5 lines 55-64, 
column 6 line 20 - column 7 line 20) and is combined with the prior art of Crowe to disclose all the limitations of the instant claims. It is still 
unclear in the claims and the arguments how maintaining a redo log to completely rewrite database data files, control files, and archived 
redo log in a common database is not for the purpose of backup for clients utilizing a shared common database. 
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
